Fort Clatsop. 1805-06 winter headquarters of Lewis 
and Clark Expedition, National Memorial, museum. 
Turn off US 101 three miles southwest of Astoria. 
Skipanon Waterway. Modern small boat basin, ren- 
tals, deep sea charters, take US 101 from Astoria 
junction, north to Warrenton. 


Fort Stevens State Park. One of the state’s most 
complete all-year parks, camping and picnic facili- 
ties, lake, seashore. Turn off US 101 approximately 
9 miles west of Astoria. 

Indian Museum, country store, US 101 at Gearhart. 


Cobra Gardens. Display of live domestic and im- 
ported reptiles, US 101 at Gearhart. 

Aquarium. Many strange and beautiful deep sea 
creatures, trained seals. On the Promenade, Sea- 
side. 

Lewis and Clark Salt Cairn. Reconstructed cairn 
used by explorers in 1806 to obtain salt from sea 
water. Just off South Beach Drive in Seaside. 
Indian Artifacts Museum. No admission charge. 
Across street from Lewis and Clark Salt Cairn. 
Seaside. 

Myrtlewood Palace. Various interesting products on 
display. Southern edge of Seaside. 

Roaring 20’s Music Museum. Nickelodeons, music 
boxes, player pianos of period from 1860 through 
the 20’s. Seaside. 

Unknown Sailors’ Grave. Burial site of four Portu- 
suese sailors washed ashore in 1865. South Cove, 
Seaside. 

“Yfaystak Rock. Offshore natural landmark—one of 
he world’s largest monoliths. Cannon Beach. 
Nehalem Bay. Excellent tidewater fishing area for 
salmon, coho, cutthroat, native trout and steelhead. 
Boat and equipment rental at Nehalem and 
Wheeler. 

Barview Jetty. County park offering shoreline and 
jetty fishing for deep sea fish, flounder, perch, cod. 
Air station for skin divers. Off US 101 at Barview.

Tour Suggested 
For Visitors 


A tour through a salmon 
cannery should be a_ high- 
light of any visit to the Sun- 
set Empire. 

Bumble Bee Seafoods com- 
pany, largest fish packer in 
the area, maintains a visitor 
service throughout the year. 
A visit is particularly inter- 
esting when both salmon and 
tuna are being packed. 

The company maintains an 
attractive waiting room for 
visitors at the entrance to its 
cannery in west Astoria, and 
provides guides to conduct 
parties through the plant. 
Fish fresh from the ocean 
are cleaned, cooked, canned 
and re-cooked, ready for the 
table. 

Columbia river salmon and 
tuna are marketed nation- 
wide and have a fine reputa- 
tion for quality. 

The fishing fleets at their 
moorings in east and west 
Astoria mooring basins are 
an interesting sight and 
these moorages are easily 
accessible to visitors. 

The entire waterfront is an 
area of enormous interest, 
particularly to visitors from 
inland not familiar with mar- 
itime activities. 

The Coast Guard cutter 
Yocona and an old lightship, 


moored at the same down- 
town dock, well repay a 
visit.

Beach Resorts Are Popular 


Clatsop’s fine beach resorts 
are Oregon’s oldest and still 
the most popular, due to their 
high quality, closeness to 
Portland and other inland 
population centers and scenic 
grandeur of the surrounding 
area. 

The Seaside and Gearhart 
beaches have been attracting 
hordes of summer visitors for 
a century — ever since the 

. days when people had to 
come by river boat down the 
Columbia and horse stage ac- 
ross Clatsop Plains. 

Today modern highways, 
airplanes, automobiles and 
bus service make the Clatsop 
beaches easily and inexpen- 
sively accessible to all. 

There are ample accommo- 
dations—fine, modern restau- 
rants, golf courses, charter 
boats nearby for sport fish- 
ing, and nearly 2,200 motel 
and hotel units in the area. 

Seaside, the principal resort 
community, has 1,481 units 
including those at Gearhart, 
and they are pretty well filled 
to capacity on normal sum- 
mer weeeknds — particularly 
when there is a good clam 
tide or such events as the 
Miss Oregon pageant are on. 


Seaside has a public golf 
course and an airport close 
by for visitors who want to 
fly to their vacation. Broad- 
way, the main street, is lined 
with restaurants, curio shops 
and other facilities. 


“Seaside Has Everything” 
is the proud boast of the 
chamber of commerce, and it 
is just about true. 


Nearby Gearhart, for many 
years Oregon’s most fashion- 
able beach resort, features 
fine old homes fronting the 
ocean. There is the huge 
Gearhart Motor Inn, with ho- 
tel facilities, bar and banquet 
room, and two modern res- 
taurants. It and other motels 
provide fine accommodations. 


Gearhart has an excellent 
18-hole golf course, one of 
Oregon’s oldest and best. 


Not far away is the 18-hole 
Astoria Country club course. 
Both these fine courses lie on 
the rolling duneland of Clat- 
sop Plains, and both have 
been compared to the St. An- 
drews course on the Scottish 
seacoast, cradle of the game 
of golf. 

At Gearhart are the condo-

The 
number of condominum units 
is growing steadily and they 
have proved highly popular 
with inland folk who buy 
them up as fast as they are 
finished. Some are usually 
available for rental in holiday 
season, or in the winter time 
which is an attractive season 
on the Oregon coast and is 
also increasingly popular with 
many visitors. 
Cannon Beach Scenic 

Cannon Beach, with a fine 
sand beach studded by enor- 
mous rock towers, is most 
spectacularly scenic of all the 
Clatsop resort communities, 
and is the fastest growing. 
Formerly remote, it is now 
on the main route of the Ore- 
gon Coast highway and easily 
accessible. There are 345 mo- 
tel and hotel units in Cannon 
Beach’s many fine modern re- 
sort establishments, plus good 
restaurants and shops. 

Astoria does not specialize 
in the resort business, as it 
is river—rather than ocean— 
oriented, but it has 372 units 
available to qualify as a re- 
sort community. It has sport 
fishing facilities available 
right in town.

Sport fishing is fine in Clat- 
sop county’s abundant wat- 
ers, so that it is no idle boast 
when Astoria claims to be 
the fishing capital of the 
northwest. 

Most popular sport is sal- 
man fishing, which annually 
attracts thousands. Fishing 
for salmon is good in the Co-

ber. Silver or coho salmon 
are abundant as the season 
opens, and in late August the 
big Columbia river chinooks 
show up to take the sports- 
men’s hooks. 
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Charter boat service and 


excellent marine facilities 
are available at Astoria, 
Warrenton, Hammond, Chi- 


nook and Ilwaco. 

The Coast Guard maintains 
a constant patrol of the sport 
fishing grounds during the 
season, when sometimes as 
many as 4,000 boats will be 
out after salmon. 

Fishing luck is usually su- 
perb. Hatchery improve- 
ments have increased the 
stocks of silversides, particu- 
larly, and of fall Chinook sal- 
mon until it is relatively 
easy for the diligent angler 
to get his limit.

Steelhead fishing in the 
streams is an extremely pop- 
ular sport. Steelhead anglers 
say nothing equals a battle 
with a fighting steelhead, 
and Clatsop is one of the best 
steelhead areas in the entire 
northwest. 

Trout fishing is excellent in 
most streams and many are 


well stocked also. 

Lake fishing for other var- 
ieties of fish is excellent, and 
the year round angler can. 
always have good luck fish- 
ing from the surf or from 
the rocks off the jetties at 
the Columbia river mouth.

Astoria Column No. 1 Landmark 


The Astoria column is As- 
toria’s most famous and 
most distinctive landmark. 
Annually it draws tens of 
thousands of visitors who take 
the trouble to drive up the 
winding road to the summit 
of 660-foot high Coxcomb hill 
to see the magnificent view 
from the summit, or to climb 
the column which surmounts 
the hill and gives an even 
more spectacular view of 
the mountains, forests, ocean 
beaches and mighty Columbia 
river. 

The column, built in 1926, 
rises 125 feet from the very 
summit of the hill. Surround- 
ing it is a park maintained by 
the Astoria city government, 
and in the summer months 
there is a branch office with 
tourist information maintain- 
ed by the Astoria chamber of 
commerce. ’ 

Funds for construction of 
the column were supplied 
principally by Great Northern 
railway, with additional con- 
tributions by Vincent Astor of 
New York.

It depicts 
major historical events that 
revolved around this area, in- 
cluding discovery of the Co- 
lumbia river by Capt. Robert

FORT STEVENS STATE PARK, located within the city 
limits of Warrenton, approximately 13 miles west of 
Astoria off US 101, is one of Oregon’s largest and most 
modern park facilities. Equipped with picnic tables, 
water, comfort stations, electric stoves and fireplaces. 
Close to Coffenbury Lake for fishing and swimming. 
Close to ocean for surf fishing, clamming. 

ECOLA STATE PARK extends all the way from Tilla- 
mook Head, south of Seaside, to Chapman Point, just 
north of Cannon Beach. The park has an area of over 
1,100 acres, with a shore frontage of six miles. Com- 
plete picnic facilities. Beautiful view of the ocean. 
SADDLE MOUNTAIN STATE PARK is located off US 
26, approximately eight miles northeast of the Necani- 
cum Junction. Six overnight campsites are provided 
along with picnic facilities.

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Lewis, Clark Expedition Gains Attention 


The Lewis and- Clark: ‘ex- 
pediiion which  Presiieuat 
Thuuwas Jefferson dispatch- 
ed in 1804 to explore the 
new Louisiana purchase and 
the lands beyond it has at- 
tracted increased national at- 
tention in recent years. 

The city of St. Louis, near 
where the expedition took off 
into the unknown western 
lands, has commemorated it 
with a gleaming steel arch, 
and the federal government 
has commemorated the west- 
ern terminus of the march 


Wort Clatsop, near Astoria. 

A Lewis and Clark Trail 
commission has been created 
to promote development of 
parks and camp sites along 
the route of the expedition 
and promote tourist travel 
along that route. 

Easterners travelling that 
route will inevitably wind up 
in Astoria and will see the 
historical park established at 
Fort Clatsop, where the ex- 
pedition went into winter 
quarters in 1805 and remain- 
ed until the spring of 1806. 


act site of the expedition’s 
camp and it contains a log 
structure built by local agen- 
cies according to the actual 
sketch in the records of 
Capt. William Clark, showing 
the stockade and huts built 
by the expedition. 

This structure was built on 
the spot near the shore of 
Lewis and Clark river where 
the original buildings stood.

Virtually no actual artifact 
remained. The Lewis and 
Clark party had no metal to 
waste. They needed every- 
thing they had to take them 
safely back to civilization, 
some 2,000 miles away. 

The present park contains 
a visitor center building 
stocked with information and 
mementoes of the times of 
Lewis and Clark, and there 
is a trail to the site of the 
canoe landings used by the 
expedition.

the lower Columbia area. 

Also connected with the 
Lewis and Clark expedition 
is the cairn of rocks at Sea- 
side, marking the spot where 
members of the expedition 
boiled sea water for salt. 
This has been preserved in 
an iron enclosure. It lies 
within the present city of 
Seaside. 

In downtown Astoria a 
small park marks the site 
where the Astor expedition, 
sent out by John Jacob As- 
tor of New York in 1810, 
built the original log fort 
which was the first Ameri-

can setlement west of the 
Rockies and helped material- 
ly, along with the Lewis and 
Clark exploration, to estab- 
lish a U. S. claim on these 
remote western lands. 


The park contains a log 
bastion similar to the ones 
on the original fort. There 
is also a mural painting of 
the rest of the fort, with the 
river behind it, and a stone 
monument commemorating 
the death of one of the mem- 
bers of the Astor expedition 
who was drowned while cros- 
sing the Columbia river in 
an Indian dugout canoe. 

Excavations that disclosed 


burned remnants of the or- 
iginal stockade helped de- 
termine the exact location of 
the original fort. 

A half block up the hill 
from old Fort Astoria is a 
stone monument marking the 
site of the first US Post Of- 
fice west of the Rockies, es- 
tablished here in 1847. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ed Ross of Astoria 
donated the site and contri- 
buted the marker. 

In East Astoria is a wood- 
en marker beside the high- 
way, marking site of the 
first U.S. custom house west 
of the Rockies, established in 
the 1840s.

Historic old Cape Disappointment lighthouse occupies a Columbia. For many years it has been a beacon to 
scenic spot on a bluff overlooking the mouth of the mariners approaching this perilous harbor entrance. 


Clatsop county’s logging in- 
dustry althought not easy to 
see during the summer when 
fire danger exists, is well 
worth a visit. 

Clatsop has some of the 
finest standing timber in the 
northwest, including vast 
stands of second growth tim- 
ber on areas logged a half 
century and more ago. 

Most of the country’s land 
area is devoted to forest and 
tree production. Much of 
western Clatsop lies in the 
so-called ‘“‘fog - belt’? where 
tree growth is faster than 
anywhere else in the nation. 

An excellent road network, 
owned by private logging 
companies and the state of 
Oregon, which is a major 
forest owner, gives access to 
all parts of the forest areas. 


Most owners keep gates 
locked on their road systems 
during the fire danger sea- 
son from June through Sep- 
tember, but during hunting 
season in the fall and at oth- 
er times there is public ac- 
cess to many forest areas. 

Some forest roads are not 
suitable for ordinary pleas- 
ure cars, so anyone visiting 
the forests should check with 
the land owner before mak- 
ing a trip. 

The Crown-Zellerbach com- 
pany, one of the major for- 
est land owners, maintains a 
series of demonstration plots 
along the Nehalem valley 
highway route, where visi- 
tors may observe. some of 
the practices of good forest 
management, designed to 
provide ‘trees forever.”

2 Museums Display Welcome To eaten Clatsop County! 
Artifacts of Region | 


Astoria is proud of not only 
one fine historical museum, 
but two, which is fitting in 
the city which considers it- 
self the most historical in the 
northwest. 


Oldest of these is the Clat- 
sop County Historical mu- 
seum, located in a mansion 
built in the 1880s that is full 
of historical relics well dis- 
played. It is maintained by 
the county historical society, 
with the assistance of small 
tax levy that also contributes 
to maintenance of the Colum- 
bia River Maritime Museum. 

The county historical mu- 
geum’s home is an interest- 
ing historical artifact in its 
own right. The stately build- 
ing was erected by Capt. 
George Flavel, an early-day 
bar pilot who also prospered 
in a variety of other bus- 
iness enterprises. After his 
death the family donated the 
building to the county, which 
“srned it over to the histori- 
cal society as a home for its 
museum. 

The maritime museum, 
specializing in maritime his- 
tery of the Columbia river 
and adjacent waters, is 


housed in the former Astor- 
ia city hall and is constantly 
expanding. It has been for- 
tunate in having many inter- 
esting artifacts donated to 
it. 

Prize of its collection is a 
lightship, old No. 88 which 
for many years rode the 
waves at the Columbia river 
entrance lightship — station. 
Rescued from a Seattle scrap 
yard by the maritime mu- 
seum association, it was 
sailed to Astoria by a volun- 
teer crew and is now tied up 
at a dock at the foot of 17th 
street, just two blocks from 
the maritime museum. 

The old lightship was built 
on the East Coast and sailed 
around Cape Horn in 1908 to 
take up the Columbia river 
station, which it served for 
many years. 

The Clatsop Historical mu- 
seum is at the corner of 8th 
and Duane, opposite the 
court house, and the mari- 
time museum is at the cor- 
ner of 16th and Exchange. 
Both are open for visitors 
throughout the summer sea- 
son all day each day.

The annual Astoria Regat- 
ta, the northwest’s oldest 
water festival, will be held 
this year from August 22-25, 

This festival, featuring wa- 
ter sports, boat races and 
tasty seafood banquets, is 
traditionally held as the sum- 
mer commercial fishing sea- 
son comes to an end, 

That is the season when 
skies are sunniest and sea 
breezes balmiest in this de- 
lightful climate. 

There will be a fish festi- 


val, water sports, a giant 
parade, children’s parade, 
dances, a salmon barbecue 


and other festivities. 

The Regatta had its origin 
back in the late 19th century. 
It was dropped for a few 
years after World War I and 
again after World War II, 


but public interest each time 
demanded its revival. 

This year’s Regatta will be 
the 48th. 

Traditionally there is a 
queen, chosen from among 
local young women and 
crowned at a ceremony of- 
ficially inaugurating the fes- 
tival. There is also an ad- 


miral, traditionally a proml- 
nent northwest citizen. This 
year U.S. Senator Mark Hat- 
field has accepted the ad- 
miral’s post. 

Coming just before the 
start of the fall school term, 
the Regatta comes at a good 
time for a final festive fling 
before buckling down to the 
work of the fall season. 


Fort Columbia Now State Park 


Fort Columbia, Wash., near 
the Washington end of the 
Columbia River bridge just 
opposite Astoria, was part of 
the Columbia River harbor 
defenses until World War IL. 
Since then it has been con- 
verted into a Washington 
state historical park. The old 
gun emplacements, looking 


over the Columbia, and the 
barracks and other buildings 
have been converted into 
museum buildings. Just a 
short trip across the river 
from Astoria, Fort Columbia 
park is a must for all visitors 
to this area. The old fort 
dates back to Spanish-Ameri- 
can war days.

The West Astoria small 
boat basin, headquarters ev- 
ery summer for a large fleet 
of sport fishing boats, has 
been completely rehabilitat- 
ed and modernized during 
the past several months. 

A decrepit old pier and old 
floats and piling were all re- 
moved, and the _ berthing 
area was dredged to ade- 
quate depths. New piling and 
floats have been installed to 
provide close to 400 mooring 
berths. New lighting has 
been installed and electrical 
connections are being provid- 
ed, along with water service, 
to mooring berths. 

New facilities being instal- 
led for benefit of the sport 
fishermen include a marine 
engine repair service, an 
electronic gear repair ser- 
vice, custom canning and 
snack bar facilities, along 
with a small grocery service.

The Warrenton-Hammond area, located near the Colum. 
bia River mouth, plays a major role in the 
activities of the Sunset Empire. 

Warrenton is strategically situated between the Colum- 
bia River and the ocean, handy to both.

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Many Parks, Recreation Areas Located in Region 


The lower Columbia area 
is blessed with an unusual 
abundance of public parks 
and recreation areas. 

Probably the finest and 
best known of all the parks 
in the Oregon State park sys- 
tem is Fort Stevens park, oc- 
cupying 800 acres of lake and 
forest land on Clatsop Plains, 
just over a sand dune or two 
from the ocean beach. 

This park, with 119 trailer 
camping sites and 261 tent 
camping sites in beautiful 
woodland settings, has been 
expanded this year with an- 
other 117 camping sites and 
other facilities. It is open the 
year round for campers, one 
of the few in the state sys- 
tem to run 12 months a year. 

Availability of lakes for 
swimming, boating and other 
water sports; of the beach 
for clamming, s wim ming 
and fishing; of woodland 
trails for hiking; of stores in 
‘ssearby Hammond and War- 
renton, and of sport fishing 
charter boats and launching 
ramps in the same two com- 
munities, makes this a place 


with fun for practically every 
one. Its popularity grows an- 
nually. 

One of its interesting sites 
is Battery Russell, part of 
the fortification of old Fort 
Stevens that once guarded 
the Columbia river mouth. 
This is the only military es- 
tablishment within continen- 
tal United States ever to be 
attacked by a foreign enemy 
since the War of 1812. 


Bombarded by Sub 


A Japanese submarine 
bombarded Battery Russell 
soon after outbreak of World 
War II, but did no damage. 

Another fine coastal park, 
featuring rugged cliffs front- 
ing the sea, is Ecola State 
Park near Cannon Beach. 
There are excellent picnic 
faculities and trails for hik- 
ing. Bring your camera when 
you visit this park. There is 
much to photograph. Indian 
Beach, shown on the cover 
of this section, is in Ecola 
park. It is a popular spot 
with surfboard enthusiasts. 

Just across the southern 


Bridge Eases Visitor Access 


The Astoria bridge, begun 
in 1962 and completed four 
years later, has helped 
greatly to make this lower 
Columbia region more acces- 
sible to visitors. 

The bridge, long a dream 
of local people who had to 
listen to the complaints of 
travellers delayed by the fer- 
ry service that existed be- 
fore it was built, was finally 
made possible by a bond is- 
sue for $24 million authoriz- 
od by the Oregon legislature 
ia 1961. 

It is 14 miles long, con- 
aecting Astoria with Point 


Ellice, Wash., and connect- 
ing the last waterbreak along 
Highway 101 between Can- 
ada and Mexico. It has the 
longest through truss in the 
world — 3264 feet — and its 
deck towers 198 feet above 
the Columbia River ship 
channel at its highest point. 
The distance between spans 
at the channel crossing is 
1632 feet. The central part 
of the bridge is a two-mile 
viaduct across the sands in 
the middle of the Columbia. 

Traffic over the bridge in 
1967 averaged more than 
1,000 cars a day. 


Bones of Peter Iredale Remain 


One of the Clatsop beach’s prime tourist attractions is 
wreck of the four-masted British bark Peter Iredale, 
which piled up on Clatsop beach in 1906, A third of a 
century later, the bones are still there, 


border of Clatsop county is 
Oswald West state park, en- 
closing a secluded ocean 
cove, with camping and pic- 
nic facilities and scenes of 
rare beauty. It lies near the 
base of towering Neahkah- 
nie mountain, around which 
the Coast highway cuts its 
way, hundreds of feet above 
pounding, creamy surf. 

Park Being Developed 

Fort Canby park, across 
the river in Washington, oc- 
cupies the site of a former 
military post which the 
state of Washington has ac- 
quired for park purposes. It 
is located astride the rugged 
Cape Disappointment penin- 
sula and is gradually being 
developed as a headquarters 
for campers. Sometime, 
when facilities are develop- 
ed, it will rival and perhaps 
even exceed Fort Stevens as 
a popular resort, for it has 
just about everything for fun 
and relaxation that Fort Ste- 
vens park can boast—beach- 
es, lake, cliffs, and handy 
facilities for sport fishing. 

Also operated by the state 
of Washington is Fort Colum- 
bia Historical Park, a few 
miles up the Columbia and 
occupying the site of the 
third of the three forts that 


protected the Columbia until 
end of World War II. 

Much of the early history of 
this area is preserved in a 
museum occupying former 
Army buildings of this his- 
toric old post located scenic- 
ally on a bluff overlooking the 
Columbia estuary. 

Back across the river in 
Oregon there is Saddle Moun- 
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tain state park, occupying the 
geographic center of Clatsop 
county and dominated by 
3,283-foot high Saddle Moun- 
tain. The summit is access- 
ible by easy trail and there 
are camping facilities. Saddle 
Mountain is famous for a vast 
variety of wild flowers, some 
extremely rare, that is said 
to be more varied than in any 


q 
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other locality of comparable 
size in the nation. 

Smallest of the state parks 
in this area is Bradley, in 
northeast Clatsop county on 
Highway 30, where the park 
tops a high bluff overlooking 
the Columbia river and the 
new $100 million pulp and 
paper plant in Wauna. There 
are picnic facilities.
